This will lead you to inquire, how the = 
Nature of Man came to be thus diſforder- + 
ed, and prone to Evil; for you muſt not” 


imagine, that God, who is infinite] x good, | 
created Man in ſuch a State of Corraps 
tion, as you now ſer and feel him to be in 
dut that he muſt have fallen into this 


wretched Condition, ſince he came out of 7 


the Hands of his Creator.

In ͤ this Condition they were placed l in 
Pirudiſe, in a State of Trial, with a Pro- 
miſe of immortal Life and Happineſs, 
if they ſhould continue to Fear, to Love, to 
Honour and Obey their Creator; as alſo, 
with an expreſs Warning of the dreadful 
Conſequence of their Diſobedience. 
- Notwithſtanding which Warning, they, 
through the Temptation of the Devil, 
tranſgreſſed the Commands of God; and 
by doing ſo, they did not only forfeit all. 
Right to the Promiſe of eternal Life and 
HFappineſs, but alſo contracted ſuch -

ment of Sin, which is Miſery and Death. 
Concerning the Nature and 3 
of this sin, we are to judge of it by the

| Conſideration of this promiſed Seed, God 
entered into a New Courenent with them, 
by way of Remedy, for what was paſt 
and could not be undone. 
Me have Reaſon to believe, that chis 
New Covenant was more fully explained 
to Adam, than is ſet down in this ſhort 
Account given us by Moſes, and as its | 
more fully explained in the Goſpel; and 
which was to this Purpoſe: That 2 
Condition of their fincere Repentance, nd

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one in his ſtead: We do therefore con- 
clude, that, at this time, God did ap- 
point Sacriſices, or Sin- offerings, to make 
gn Atonement for the Soul, and to fore- 
ſhew the Sacrifice of Jeſus Chriſt, (which 
we now commemorate) until he ſhould 
be offered in behalf of them and all their 
Poſterity. 
And this appears from what follows in 
the next Chapter of Geneſis, where we 
find Abel, by Faith, (that is, believing and 
depending upon this Ordinance of God, 
for the Remiſſion of Sins, until the pro- 
miſed Redeemer ſhould come; we find 
him) offering a Sacrifice which was accept- 
able to God, that is, a Sin. Mering, which 
| kis Brother not doing, was rejected. | 
But here take notice and remember, that 
A 3 Sacrifices could not take away Sin, 
but only through Obedience to the Ordi- 
nance of God, and through Faith in the” 
_ promiſed Seed.

And now os Promiſed Redeemer being | 


come, He firſt ſhewed by his own Exam- 
ple, recorded in the Goſpel, how Men 
muſt live, ſo as to pleaſe God. And the 


Law of Nature, as well as the Law of 
Maſes, having through Sin been much 


obicured and perverted, he explained 
them, and gave us ſuch other Laws and 
Rules, as were abſolutely neceſſary to 
mend our Nature,—to reftore us to the 
Image of God,—to keep us from Back- 
ſliding, and—to fit us for Heaven and 
Happineſs. i 

And becauſe in the Decrees of God, as 
was before obſerved, without ſhedding of. 


Blood there could be no Remiſſion of Sin; 


and it being impoſſible that the Blood or 
Life of any other Creature, or of any* 


mortal Man, could take away the Guilt 


and Puniſhment due to Sin;—our gracious 
God, both to give to Mankind the greateſt 
Token of his Love, and at the fame time, 
to ſhew how great his Hatred to Sin is, 
by the Greatneſs of the Puniſhment it 


required, He ſent his own Son to' be the 
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Satisfaction to his Juſtice, and to take off 


the juſt Diſpleaſure which he had declared 


ſt Sinners. 
And his Son (bleſſed for ever be his 


Goodneſs!) knowing how dreadfully ſad 


the Condition would be of all ſuch, who 


ſhould live and die under the Diſpleaſure 


of God, and what unconceivable Happi- 


f | neſs they would deprive themſelves of; He 


therefore, moved with Compaſſion for { 
great a Calamity, undertook to obtain 


their Pardon. 


In order to this, he clothed himſelf with 


our Fleſh, that, as Man, He might ſuffes

SECT. U. The End and Infituton of the 


Lord's Supper. 


T. Paul concludes his firſt E piltle to 0 

the Corinthians, with this N 
ble Direction; any Man love not the 
Lord Jeſus, let him be Ani Maran- 
atha; that is—Let him be ſeparated from 
your Communion, as one under the Dif- 


pleaſure of God, and, without a timely 


Repentance, in no poſſibility of being 
faved Nothing being more grievous 
in the ſight of God, than for a Sinner to 
ſlight the greateſt Inſtance of his Mercy 


that was ever offered to Man, as well as 
the only Means of his Salvation. 


To prevent this, and to hinder Sinners 
from forgetting {which they are but too 
apt to do] this Token of God's infinite - 
Love, and to fix the Love cf Jeſus Chriſt 
more ſurely in our Hearts and Memory, 
He himſelf hath taken care, that his Love 
and Mercy ſhould, throughout all Gene- 
rations, be remember'd: He did there- 
fore ordain this Sacrament as a Memorial 
of our Redemption, and of his Love for 


us ;z—as a Pledge to aſſure us of it, and as 
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16 A fort buredulion : 
nnn outward Means and Sign of teſtifying, 
zs well as increaſing, our Love to him. 
The holy Apoſtles of Chriſt, who were 
preſent "ka he be firſt adminiſtered this Sa- 
crament, give us the following Account 
of its End and Inſtitution. 
I They ſignify to us in the firſt Place, 
| that this Sacrament” was ordained by Chriſt 
the ſame Night in which he was Ape 3 
ed, and after they had obſerved the Paſs- 
over, which had been ordained to pre- 
ſerve the Memory of their great Delive- 
Trance from the Bondage of Egypt, and 
which did prefigure, and was a Prophecy 
of a much greater Deliverance, which 
Jieſus Chriſt was to be the Author of, not 
. for them, but for all Mankind :— 
And which Prophecy was ſurprifingly ful. 
filled by that People, without knowing 
what they were a doing, when they cru- 
cified Jeſus Chriſt, the true Paſchal Lamb, 
the very ame Month, the very /ame Day 
of the Month, and the very ſame Hour of 
the Day, that the Paſchal Lamb was firſt 
ordained to be ſacrific'd. 3

which is ſhed for you, and for many, for the 
Remiſſion of Sins: This do, as. 1 as ye 


ſhall drink it, in Remembrance of Me,; for as 


oft as ye ſhall eat this Bread, and drink this 
Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's Death till be 


come. 


In Obedience therefore to this Come. 
mand of. Jeſus Chriſt, who has delivered 


us from a much greater Bondage than 


that of Egypi—The Chriſtian Church 


keeps up the Memory of his Love, his Sa- 
cr fee, and his Sufferings and Death, after 


this folemn manner; 


Firſt, as an Acknowledgment that our 
Lives, and all that we eat or drink to 
preſerve them, are owing to the Bounty 
of God, we preſent upon his Table, by 
the 1 of his own Miniſter, a Portion 
of his Creatures, the beſt we have for thñge 
Support and Comfort of our natural Life,

namely, Bread and Mine. — After this he 
Bread * and Wine are conſecrated, the Bread 
is broken, and the Wine poured out, to 
repreſent the Death of Chriſt whoſe 
was broken, and whoſe Blood was ſhed 
Ir us. 

Then the Miniſter of GOD, 4 dhe ew, 5 
ard of Chriſt's Houſhold, applies theſe 
HBleſſings to every Perſon who receives 
this Sacrament, in this devout Prayer. 
The Body and Blood of Chrift, which were 
given and ſhed for Thee, preſerve thy Body 
and Soul unto everlaſting. Life. - 

And we may be aſſured of it, that this 
Bacrament will be to every worthy Com- 
municant, what the Tree of Life would 
have been unto Adam and Eve in Para- 


— diiſe: And that as hey, had they continued 


obedient, would have been in no Danger 
of temporal Death; even ſo we, while we 


feed on this Bread now endued with a 


Life-giving Spirit, and live as we ought 
to do, are in no Danger of Death eternal. 
Theſe being Fedges to affure ns, that 
as certainly as Bread and Wine do nou- 
riſh our oo, ſo do theſe ſeal to us = :

the Benefits which Jeſus Chriſt hath pur- 
chaſed for us, by his Sacrifice and Death. 
And when any Chriſtian does wilfully, 


and for want of Faith, deprive himſelf f 


this Spiritual Food, he falls, as our firf 


Parents did, into a State purely natural, 


and deſtitute of the Means of Grace and 


Salvation. 1 


For the Happineſs of the World, and 
of every Soul in it, depends upon the Sa- 


crifice of Chriſt, of which we are bound 
to keep up the Remembrance after this 


ſolemn manner: 9 
That whenever we pray for any Favour 
or Bleſſing we may remember to do it in 


his Nane: — That whenever we are ſo un- 
happy as to have done any thing which 
may diſpleaſe God, we may remember to 
pray to be forgiven for Chriſt's Sakbe. 


For God grants whatever we aſk, and 


which he ſees to be for our Good, when 

we aſk in Faith, that is, in his Son's Name: 
and therefore the Church concludes all her 
Prayers in theſe moſt prevailing Words, 


For Jeſus Chriſt's Sake. : 
In one Word, we do by this Sacrament 
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our Lord in Heaven, and hold Commu, 

nion with him, and with all the Members 
of his Body, which receive Nouriſhment 
and Growth from Him, as the Branches 


| from the Tree, in which they are graft. 


ed, and from which when they are ſepa- 
rated, they can bear no Fruit, and arg 
only fit to be burned. 

And as every Chriſtian is obliged, at 


the Peril of his Soul, to oblerve it: 80 
the Duty muſt be ſuch, as every one, even 
the moſt unlearned, may underſtand, if! it 


is not his own Fault. ſs; 
And ſo indeed it is: For a8 an ſraelite, 
Levit. i. 4. under the Law, being oblig- 


ed to lay his Hand upoa the Head of his 
Sacrifice, confeſſing his Sins in laying 


. them as it were, upon that Creature, —— 


as he did eaſily underſtand, that this was 


to ſhew him, that Death was the due Re- 


ward of Sin; that this ought to humble 
him before God, and to give him the 
Lane” Abhorrence of Sin; which could 
not be pardoned but by the Loſs of the 
Life of an innocent Creature: | 

As this was plain to the meaneſt 1/raelite, - 


even fo the moſt unlearned Chriſtian.

when he confiders, that our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt became a Sacrifice for us, and chat 
on him all our Sins were laid, - on him 
who knew no Sin;—he will eaſily under- 
ſtand how ſad our Condition was, which 
required ſuch a ſacrifice: —That this there- 
fore ought to humble us,—To lead us co 
Repentance,—To make us fearful of of- 
fending God,—And to abhor thoſe Sims 
which coſt Jeſus Chriſt his Life, before

le will alſo eaſily underſtand, that the 

Love of Chriſt, and the Remembrance of 
his Death, ought to be very dear to us; and 
that the oftener we remember it, in the 
manner he ordained, the more Graces we 


ſhall receive from God, — The firmer will 


will be our Faith, the ſurer our Pardon, 
and the more comfortable our Hopes of 
meeting Him, not as an Enemy; but as a. 
Friend, at whoſe Table we have been fo 
often entertained.
